Central Intelligence- Agency, in conformity with NSC 10/2 and Xo/5, 
has developed covert; program on a world-wide basis in support of national 
psychological objectives,, 

Prom a covert point of view, there Is need for forthright exposition and 
constant repetition of what the U. S. stands for in the present day of inter- 
national tension. This declaration should reaffirm those principles which 
characterise our position in the Cosmrsmity of Nations $ our respect for the 
dignity of the human being? our belief in a just economic system which res- 
pects the rights of private property? free enterprise, which recognises the 
responsibilities and privileges of labor and management? recognition of our 
international responsibilities? our determination not to withdraw from the 
affairs of Europe? our concern for the cultural, political, and economic 
integrity of the peoples of Asia? our equal determination to assist the unfor- 
tunate peoples of the Satellite States in regaining their lost liberties? our 
friendship for the peoples of the USSR? our dedicated belief in the future of 
the United Nations? and, finally, our determination to maintain the security 
of the free world,

Inability to baring 
the Korean war to a satisfactory conclusion and the continued threat 
to Indochina are factors Militating against the restoration of sta- 
bility in the Far East,, Present status of recognition andron-reeognltion 
of Commmiot China, among the Allied powers is a special factor impeding 
IT, 8. psychological programs? liteewlsa, the conflict in attitude® and 
objectives in Southeast Asia between "the U s S., Britain, and Fran®®* 
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The proven efficiency and extant of Communist admini stra tlve 
and police control are additional restrictive factors to the success 
of U„ S. pro grass o The nationalist aspirations of peoples striving 
for release from colonial dominance (IMochim, tfclaya) and the politi- 
cal Immaturity and ineptitude of those recently released (Indonesia, 
Buses) are inhibitions which consciously makes them, suspect of U» S„ 
motives and efforts, no matter how veil intentiosmd s .

U„ S. concentration on European matters, and particularly the 
large quantities of money expended in that area, have given rise to 
Latin American charges that the U, S„ is neglecting Its natural and 
truest friends.

There Is no definitive evidence obtained through covert 
channels which would indicate that the Soviets have begun to put 
into effect neaeuree designed to seal off the Soviet radio audience 
from any penetration by western radio progress. Obviously, jtmalng 
has been instigated for this specific purpose. In addition, there 
are sok» rnecnf iraed report* which indicate that the recent nods Is 
of Soviet naanfectured radios are being designed to prevent tuning 
in to the broadcasts originating fro* outside the USSR,,

GIB. lias received little eriderae® through covert channels 
of the effectiveness of ¥0A or RFA to date. Th© scarcity of radios 
on the Mainland end th® system of controls imposed by the Communist 
Governmont are, of cour®«, contributing factors j more specifically 
however,, our agents or. the mainland at this time are too few and 
too busy to handle anything but th® highest priority Intelligence f , 
2ht@113.g3nc® reports indicat© that broadcasts to the main- 
land of China via RFA reach only those government official n who are 
allowed radios, and official radio operators. Expansion of faellitioe 
for broadcasting to th© mainland of China would appear to b© useless.

Coordinating machinery as operating between civilian and 
military authorities in the field of psychological warfare in Korea 
has given evidene© of certain inadequacies o Inasmuch as responsibility 
for tactical. psychological warfare i# vested in the military 9 a quaei-^ 
military organisation headed by a designee of the theater commander 

was established;. This organisation has served as a coordinating 
element in tactical psychological warfare measures operated both on the 
part of th® military and CIA s but has failed to include the operation* 
of U5XE services in Korea© 

Two major plans formulated by the Psychological Strategy 
Board regarding the overall propaganda, approach to Korea have to this 
date failed t© produce anything concrete as t© an agreed upon @©©rdi»t©d 
effort ©specially where eowt&nd and support are concerned© Likewise*, 
policy with regard to the Korean situation has been inadequate in ■ 
meeting current mA long-range propaganda requirements© It has often 
bssen necessary for the field i® formulate its own policy to meet 
situations as they arise Q

In certain Latin American countries? 

(1) Communism . There is a very strong Communist drive throughout 
latin America, It is aimed not so much at converting the Latin Ame rica ns c 
but at paralyzing action on their part through separating what are 
largely pro~U*S e governments (now more responsive to public opinion than 
formerly) from the people. Cosmminisa in general presents its threat 
through alliance with those nationalistic and social forces on an anti— 
tfoSe* anti-free-enterprlse basis. The great period of growth of the 
Communist patties in Latin America was In tte tsb oT throe years after 
VJ-Dayg and gloarally speaking they haw dlselinod sons^hat in strength 
and influence Since then^ Th® "recent growth” , therefore, is limited 
as to size and influence to Guatemala and to a lesser extent Bolivia^ and 
as to inflnem© to Argentina and to a lesser extent Chile,* The most basic 
underlying influences to be dbalt with in L&tinAnmlca* howaver^ aro the 
tremendous drives 'for hStionalism and social Juetioe going on in those 
countries as they ©narge from seisd-fsxdalism into the modem social and 
indhstria^revolution, .s 
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
